chief cierk of the labor bureau. These 
fig ures were compiled by A. T. Ed- 
monston, statistician of the depart­ 
ment, under the direction of William 
Anderson, 
labor commissioner, 
and 
will appear in the forthcoming report 
of the labor department. 
The report 
deals only with the products shipped 
from the various counties, and does 
not take into consideration the total 
amounts produced in the counties. 
The report of surplus poultry pro­ 
ducts exported from the various coun­ 
ties in Missouri will be startling no 
doubt to persons not familiar with the 
poultry industry oi the state, and the 
report demonstrates what a potent 
factor the Missouri hen is when it 
comes to producing wealth.

In the shipment of dressed poultry, 
Greene county led, sending out 7 ,225,- 
994 pounds; Buchanan county was sec­ 
ond with 4,8 84,000 pounds, and Cooper 
was third with 4,542,7 98 pounds, 
Buchanan county led in the ship­ 
ment of eg g s, having a surplus of 5,- 
127 ,619 dozens; Saline came second 
with 4,890,200 dozens, and Pettis coun­ 
ty was third with 4,600,450 dozens.

As the primitive man 
stood near tne flames of the burning 
tree and felt their pleasant g low 
he 
learned that fire may add to bodily 
comfort; and when the flames swept 
throug h a forest and overtook a deer 
and baked it, he learned

mig ht be used to improve the quality 
of his food. 
The hint was not lost. 
He took a burning torch to his ca 
or hut and kindled him a fire on his 
floor of earth. His dwelling filled with 
smoke, but he could endure the dis­ 
comfort for the sake of

warmth, and for the 
sake 
of

toothsomeness of the cooked 
meats. 
After a time a hole was made in the 
roof of the hut, and throug h this hole 
the smoke passed out. 
Here was the 
first stove. 
The primitive stove wa® 
the entire house; the floor was the 
fireplace and the hole in the roof was 
the chimney . The word "stove” orig ­ 
inally meant 
heated room.** So that

lived in their stoves we would say that 
which is literally true.

NEED LONG VACATIONS. 


Rectors Might Go Mad if They Didn’t 
Get a Long Rest. 


Holmes, Bismarck, Mazzini. 


The three greatest conversational­ 
ists with whom it has been my good 
fortune to come into touch were Maz- 
zini, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes and 
Bismarck, write the late Carl Schurz. 
Of these Dr. Holmes was the most 
spirited in the “bel esprit” sense; 
Bismarck the most imposing and at 
the same time the most entertaining 
in point of wit, sarcasm, anecdote and 
narratives 
of 
historical 
interest, 
brought out with rushing vivacity and 
with lightning like illumination of j 
conditions, facts and men; 
but in 
Mazzini'& words there breathed such 
a warmth and depth of conviction, * 
such enthusiasm of faith in the sa­ 
credness of the principles professed 
and of the aims pursued by him, that 
it was difficult to resist such a power 
of fascination.

He will go mad or he 
will deteriorate into what 
his con­ 
stituents least desire, a mere machine. 
The demand of the city parson for a 
vacation is an eq uitable demand.”

Clad with a coat of oily wool nex t 
his skin, the caribou is covered ex teri­ 
orly with a dense pelage of fine q uills.

Some owners of forests of valuab le 
woods are trying ex periments In the 
southern part of Mex ico with the wal* 
nut trees. 
It Is not generally known 
outside the trade, says Pacific Fruit 
World, that there are many kinds of 
walnut woods and that only part of 
them have so far b een considered val­ 
uab le from a commercial point of 
view. 
Now the scheme Is to make 
these less valuab le or worthless wal­ 
nuts commercially valuab le. 
And the 
process is a curious one. 
It consists of opening the root» of 
the trees and inserting one or more 
nuts, which are quite small, from the 
b est varieties of walnut trees. 
It 1» 
said that these nuts, which are careful­ 
ly sealed In with wax or a stuff, watei^ 
proof stopper, impart a new or closer 
grain and coloring to the tree. 
The southern Indians of Mex ico have 
for centuries b een in the hab it of se­ 
curing curious effects in coloring on 
fine woods b y inserting in the ab ove 
manner nuts of other trees into the 
roots of the living tree. An enterpris­ 
ing planter in Tab asco has b een fol­ 
lowing out this Indian idea with curi­ 
ous results.

J ohn H. Dorris, who owns a larg i 
farm northwest of this city, will net 
allow a bird of any kind to he killed 
01* his land, writes a Harrisburg (III i 
cciresiwudent of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
He has set aside a num­ 
ber of acres 
to g row up in under­ 
brush, in which all kinds of birds, e.s- 
pecially quail, find a home throug h 
the winter; and In the summer the 
place is alive with birds. 
Mr. Dorris claims that hawks 
do 
veiy little damag e in comparison with 
the g ood they do in kllliag field mice 
fPd rats. 
There are hundreds 
o f{ 
quail on his farm, and they have be­ 
come so tame that they come to tne 
dooryard for feed. So careful does he 
watch these birds that he can tell 
where nearly every bird nests m thi 
brooding season. 
Last fall one of hit 
hired hands, while driving throug h the 
lane with a load of hay, saw a quail 
Pitting on the fence close by, and, 
taking his whip, he knocked it off, 
Blig htly crippling it. 
He picked the 
bird up and took It to the house to 
feed to the cat 
When Mr. Don4i saw this he re­ 
buked him warmly, questioned him at 
(0 where he found the bird, and upoa 
being told remembered where it had 
a nest 
Unhitching one of the horsci 
and saddling him, he rode a mile and 
a half, placed the bird on its nest, 
end watched and cared for her untu 
She hatched out her brood. 
Mr. Dor­ 
ris* farm is noticeably free from in- 
sectA that do damag e to crops, and ^ 
onhesftatlng ly says 
this is due to 
the birds on the place.
